fhaw of Nizza would lofe his Head, for giving up 
that Town fo tamely : That a great Detachment of 
Turks had enter’d Imperial Servia, where they burnt 
and deftroy'd feveral Villages; and that feveral thou- 
fand Turks were advancing to the Detachment under 
the above-mentioned General Schmettau : That the 
Turks were afiembled in fuch Numbers in Bulgaria, 
that the Rafcians, who had offered to fecond the 
Imperialifts, were obliged to retire ; and that Col. 
Lentulus not being able to maintain his Ground at 
Novi-Paflara afcrefaid, received Orders to abandon 
and demolifh that Fort, and to go and poft himfelf 
with his Detachment in Caffovia, in order to cut off 
the Turks Communication with that Country. That 
Count Seckendorff receiving a Letter on the 6th 
ult. from the Governor of Belgrade, with Advice, 
that 10,000 Turks, with fome Field-Pieces and 
Mortars, were advancing towards that Neighbour- 
hood, An{wer was {ent him, that as no Succours 
could be fpared from the Army, he muft make Ufe 
of the Saxon Troops: And Orders were difpatched 
at the fame Time to the Prince of Saxe-Hilburg- 
haufen to march that Way. 

The Report of the Death of the Cardinal Schon- 
born, Bifhop of Spire, is not confirmed, any more 
than the Rumour of the Grand Vizier’s being de-

They write from Lisbon, ‘That Baron Nieuhoff, 
who arrived there from Holland the qth of July, O.

The Motive and Progrefs of this Tumult is thus 
related, in a Leiter of Auguit 20, O. S. from Schaff- 
haufen. 

‘ The Magiftrates having condemned 4 of the 
* Townfimen to Imprifonment and Banifhmenr, for 
‘ having given Fualfe Evidence, and publifhed Ca- 
‘ Jumnies of a Seditious Nature, the Populace de- 
‘ manded their Pardon ; which being retuled, they 
‘ were refolved to refcue them by Rosen, and for 
* that End took up Arms. The Magiftrates in like 
¢ Manner diftribured Arms to fuch Perfons as de- 
‘_elared on their Side ; whereupon an Accommo- 
dation was fet on Foot, and each Party promis’d 
to lay down their Arms. The Magiftrates fer them 
an Example, by quitting theirs firtt, and the Po- 
pulace pretended to do fo too, burt immediately 
took to Arms again, and invefted the Town-houte, 
where there were fome fmart Skirmifhes, during 
which a Captain of the Garifon, and 15 Citizens 
were killed. The Maleconrents, whofe Party was 
the moft numerous, feized the Cannon of the City. 
The French Refident there has offered his Medi- 
ation to accommodate this Broil, which both Par- 
‘ ties have accepted ; but what Succefs it has had, 
© we know not, becaufe the Letters we expected this 
‘ Day from Geneva, are mot come ia. 

They write from the Hague, that the Prince of 
Mecklemburg was treated laft Wednefday {e’nn he 
there, in company with feveral Forcign Minifters 
and other Perfons of Diftinétion, Y the Imperial 
Ambaflador; and next Day by his Excellency Mr.
